We  have  audited  the  accompan>'ing  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  newington  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1995,  as  listed  in 
the  table  of  contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibilit\  of  the  Town's 
management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  option  on  these  financial  statements 
based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accurdance  with  generally  accpeted  auditing  stan- 
dards. Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reason- 
able assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstate- 
ment. An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts 
and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  b\  management,  as  well 
as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Throughout  the  year  the  Conservation  Commission  was  active  carrying 
out  its  responsibihties  in  connection  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Compre- 
hensive Shoreland  Protection  Act,  which  regulates  a  wide  range  of  activities 
within  250  feet  of  pubhc  waters,  as  well  as  working  with  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Wetlands  Bureau  in  reviewing  proposed  land-use  proposals  which  affect 
wetland  systems.  Some  of  the  specific  proposals  reviewed,  in  addition  to  private 
residential  and  commercial  developments,  included  the  new  bicycle  path  from 
Newington  to  Pease  International  Tradeport,  and  the  saltmarsh  restoration  project 
at  Great  Bay  National  Wildlife  Refuge. 

Working  with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Commission  has  also  been  actively 
involved  in  reviewing  landscaping  proposals  submitted  in  connection  with  applica- 
tions for  commercial  development,  to  the  end  that  developers  are  made  aware,  at 
the  start,  that  an  aesthetically-pleasing  completed  site  is  desired  and  expected  by 
the  town.  Examples  are  The  Crossings  at  Fox  Run  (old  Newington  Mall),  the 
proposed  NYNEX  building  on  Simplex  property,  and  the  Bugaboo  Steak  House 
restaurant. 

This  past  year  the  Commission  helped  sponsor  the  attendance  of  Newing- 
ton Elementary  School  fifth  and  sixth  graders  at  Conservation  Camp. 

The  purchase,  planting  and  tending  of  flowers  and  shrubs  in  various  areas 
around  town  kept  members  busy  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  months. 

Looking  ahead,  the  Commission  plans  to  maintain/improve/expand  the 
trails  on  Fox  Point  and  pursue  the  as-yet-not-formalized  plans  for  the  Flynn  Pit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  1996,  the  Planning  Board  approved  four  residential  subdivision  applications 
which  created  a  total  of  six  new  lots.  An  application  for  a  two  lot  subdivision  of  the  Akerley 
propert>  at  Fox  Point  is  pending  action  by  the  board.  The  subdivisions  approved  in  1996 
were  as  follows: 

-  Paul  &  Anita  Kent's  2  lot  subdivision  of  their  homestead  at  195  Little  Bay  Rd; 

-  Susan  Lembcke's  4  lot  subdi\  ision  of  the  former  Earl  Mott  property  at  Fox 

Point. 

-  Dorothy  Watson's  2  lot  subdivision  of  the  Florrie  Orchard  lot  at  27 1  Nimble  Hill 

Road; 

-  Ralph  Coole\  's  2  lot  subdi\  ision  at  43  Fox  Point  Road. 

In  1996,  the  Planning  Board  also  approved  four  lot  line  adjustments: 

-  between  Fuel  Storage  Corporation  and  the  Mareld  Company  off  Avery  Road; 

-  between  two  lots  owned  by  Tony  &  Mar>'  Edith  Smith  at  26-36  Hodgdon  Farm 

Lane; 

-  between  Mark  Phillips  and  Walter  &  Lynda  Bullock  behind  35  Hodgdon  Farm 

Lane; 

-  between  Judith  Poulin.  Marjorie  Pickering,  Lulu  Pickering  &  Will  Gilbert  at 

3 19  Little  Bay  Road. 

The  Planning  Board  also  voted  to  re\oke  the  1 1  lot  subdi\ ision  known  as  Knight  Hill 
Estates.  This  26  acre  propertv'  is  situated  at  the  corner  of  Fox  Point  Road  and  Old  Post 
Road.  The  subdivision  had  originally  recei\ed  Planning  Board  appro\'al  in  1987.  Later, 
the  Town  entered  into  a  four  year  agreement  in  lieu  of  a  bond  in  order  to  guarantee  proper 
roadway  construction.  This  agreement  expired  in  No\ ember  1996,  hence  the  Plaiming 
Board  decided  to  re\oke  the  subdivision  approval  in  order  to  protect  the  interests  of 
Newington's  taxpayers. 

The  Planning  Board  reviewed  ten  applications  for  site  plan  re\  iew,  all  of  w hich  were 
situated  in  non-residential  zoning  districts.  Of  these  ten  applications,  eight  were  approved 
and  two  were  withdrawn.  The  eight  applications  appro\ed  by  the  board  were  as  follows: 

-  renovation  of  the  Newington  Mall; 

-  erection  of  a  188,000  barrel  tank  for  the  storage  of  propane  at  Sea-3's  Avery 

Road  facilit\'; 

-  conversion  of  Adaptations  to  Tweeter  Etc.  at  the  corner  of  Gosling  &  Woodbur\'; 

-  construction  of  a  NYNEX  switching  station  on  Simplex  property  behind  the 

Great  Bay  School; 

-  construction  of  a  convenience  store  at  the  Exxon  station  at  the  corner  of  Nimble 

Hill  Road  and  the  Spaulding  Turnpike; 

-  erection  of  a  15,000  gallon  tank  for  the  storage  of  asphalt  at  Simplex; 

-  installation  of  3  tanks  (30,000  -  36,000  gallons)  for  the  storage  of  used  oil  at 

Total  Waste  Management  Corporation's  facilit>'  at  142  River  Road; 

-  construction  of  a  Bugaboo  Creek  steak  house  at  the  former  site  of  Hoy1  Cinemas. 
The  Planning  Board  continues  to  closely  monitor  developments  at  Pease.  As  always, 

your  comments  and  input  are  most  welcome. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  board  of  Adjustment  considered  the  following  applications  during  1996: 

-  Nell  deRochemont  appealed  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  relative  to  her 
property  at  the  comer  of  Fox  Point  Road  and  Beane's  Lane.  The  appeal  was  denied. 

-  Tweeter  Etc.  requested  variances  to  expand  a  non-conforming  structure  at  the 
comer  of  Woodburv'  &  Gosling  and  to  constmct  an  addition  39'  from  Woodbury 
where  the  ordinance  requires  a  75'  setback.  The  \'ariances  were  granted. 

-  Celeste  Gingras  &  Chervi  Arsenault  of  Currents  Cafe  requested  variances  to  permit 
directional  signs  at  the  corner  of  Fox  Point  Road  &  Nimble  Hill  Road,  and  at  the 
comer  of  Fox  Point  Road  and  Beane's  Lane. 

-  NYNEX  requested  a  xariance  to  constmct  a  switching  station  behind  the  Great  Bay 
School,  30'  from  the  propert>'  line  where  the  ordinance  requires  a  50'  setback.  The 
variance  was  granted. 

-  Blake  Staude  requested  a  Special  Exception  to  lay  a  foundation  drain  pipe  through 
wetlands  at  Lot  #3  at  Hodgdon  Farm  Lane.  The  request  was  granted. 

-Dorothy  Watson  requested  a  variance  to  create  a  building  lot  with  less  than  200'  of 
road  frontage  at  the  former  Florrie  Orchard.  271  Nimble  Hill  Road.  The  board 
granted  a  variance  to  allow  a  lot  with  no  less  than  150'  of  frontage. 

-  Compass  Retail  requested  1 5  variances  for  signs  at  the  Crossings  at  Fox  Run, 
formerly  known  as  the  Newington  Mall.  Thirteen  variances  were  granted,  while  two 
were  withdrawn. 

-  Mark  Phillips  requested  a  Special  Exception  to  lay  a  foundation  drain  pipe  through 
wetlands  at  4  Hodgdon  Farm  Lane  (Lot  #10).  The  request  was  granted. 

-  PSNH  appealed  a  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  relative  to  the  building 
formerly  occupied  by  Northeast  Airgas  off  River  Road.  PSNH  withdrew  their  appeal. 

-  Paul  Bouchard  requested  a  variance  in  order  to  build  a  septic  system  28'  from  the 
road  (43  Fox  Point  Road)  where  the  ordinance  requires  a  40'  setback.  The  variance 
was  granted. 

-  Lawrence  &  Mary  Sluder  requested  a  \'ariance  in  order  to  constmct  a  septic  s\'stem 
less  than  75'  from  wetlands  at  41  Hodgdon  Farm  Lane.  The  board  granted  a  variance 
to  pennit  constmction  63'  from  the  wetlands.

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1996  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  year  of  1996  showed  a  decrease  in  fire  calls  of  7%  over  1995,  with  the  Fire 
Department  responding  to  205  calls.  The  following  is  a  breakdown  of  the  calls  by  district:

1996  found  that  CALLA^OLUNTEERS  gave  1,304  hours  of  their  time  in  answering 
calls.  This  figure  does  not  include  the  time  or  full-time  employees,  nor  the  call/volunteer's 
time  in  attending  training  sessions. 

The  year  saw  a  major  change  in  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Department.  Starting  May 
12.  1996,  the  department  had  one  person  in  the  station  24-hours-a-day.  7  days-a-week.  this 
change  from  the  volunteer  to  full-time  employees  has  decreased  the  stress  on  the  call/ 
volunteers.  Now  they  are  only  called  upon  when  additional  personnel  are  needed  at  any 
given  incident.  It  has  also  decreased  response  time  from  7-8  minutes  to  4-5  minutes  to 
nearly  even  area  of  town. 

Explorer  Post  933,  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  is  still  in  operation.  However,  additional 
members  are  always  needed  (and  welcomed)  to  keep  the  Post  active.  These  Explorer  Scouts 
are  trained  in  the  proper  use  of  the  tools  that  are  carried  on  the  \arious  apparatus,  proper 
operation  of  the  radios,  and  the  proper  documentation  necessan.  for  accurate  record  keep- 
ing on  calls  for  both  emergency  and  public  assistance.  Explorer  Scouts  are  ne\er  permitted 
to  enter  an  area  that  could  be  hazardous  to  their  health,  protection  as  governed  b>  both  The 
Boy  Scouts  of  America  and  the  Newington  Fire  Department.  I  extend  thanks,  on  behalf  of 
the  Department  and  myself  to  the  members  of  Explorer  Post  933  for  their  help  during  the 
year  of  1996. 

It  is  with  regret  that  this  past  year  saw  the  disbandment  of  The  Newington  Fire  De- 
partment Auxiliarv'.  Sadly,  the  disbandment  was  due  primarily  to  a  lack  of  active  members. 

Truly  this  organization  ga\e  much  to  the  Fire  Department,  as  well  as  to  residents.  For 
the  Department  the  Auxiliar>  w  as  there  w  ith  food  and  be\  erage  in  the  event  of  an  emer- 
genc>'.  regardless  of  the  hour.  The\'  pro\ided  numerous  comfort  items  to  the  building  in  the 
form  of  curtains,  appliances,  furniture,  and  etc.  On  a  higher  scale,  they  helped  to  provide 
our  firefighters  with  equipment  that  either  sened  a  training  purpose  (such  as  CPR  maime- 
quins)  or  protection  (Survival  Suits,  boots  &  etc.).  For  residents  they've  pro\ided  an  al- 
most endless  supply  of  emergency  equipment:  e.g.  crutches,  walkers,  cranes,  portable  toi- 
lets, and  etc.

Our  Department's  continued  stri\'e  toward  better  training  and  care  has  helped  open 
the  lines  of  communications  between  Ambulance  attendants  and  Emergenc>  Depart- 
ment staff.  It  is  with  great  pride  I  can  report  that  the  local  hospitals  consistently 
praise  the  members  of  the  Newington  Ambulance  for  their  excellent  care  of  the  sick 
and  injured. 

The  Ambulance  does  provide  a  transfer  service  for  the  residents  of  Newington, 
and  this  service  was  utilized  twenty-four  times  in  1996.  It  is  a  privilege  to  provide 
this  service  for  the  residents.

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NEWINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1996  ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  1996,  the  Police  Department  recorded  163,296  miles  on  our  6  vehicles  and 
received  6,024  complaints  or  calls  for  assistance.  Investigations  by  the  Department's 
officers  included  31 1  criminal  cases  and  36  animal  complaints. 

In  the  area  of  highway  safety,  efforts  of  our  officers  resulted  in  52  motor  vehicle  arrests, 
815  summonses,  2,513  motor  vehicle  warnings  and  99  defective  equipment  contacts. 
Officers  assisted  318  motorists  while  on  routine  patrol  and  rendered  assistance  to  other 
law  enforcement  personnel  on  366  occasions.  During  1996,  no  fatal  accidents  were 
reported;  however,  1 3  personal  injury  accidents  and  1 72  property  damage  accidents  were 
reported. 

Police  activities  resulted  in  985  cases  being  prepared  for  the  Portsmouth  District  Court  or 
the  Rockingham  County  Superior  Court. 

The  Department's  prevention  and  service  program  resulted  in  1 1 ,01 0  building  checks  and 
3  escorts  being  made.  The  Department  investigated  366  burglar  alarms,  responded  to  1 14 
fire  calls  and  assisted  in  118  ambulance  calls. 

During  1996,  12  motor  vehicles  were  reported  stolen  from  Newington  and  4  were 
recovered.  No  additional  motor  vehicle  which  had  been  stolen  from  another  locale  was 
recovered  in  Newington.  Property,  other  than  motor  vehicles,  valued  at  $83,605  was 
reported  stolen  in  Newington,  while  recovered  property  totaled  $9,661. 

1996  saw  the  installation  of  laptop  computers  in  our  patrol  cruisers  and  an  Intoxilyzer 
machine  (used  to  determine  alcohol  content)  placed  in  our  booking  room.  Officer  Michael 
Sullivan  elected  president  of  the  NH  D.A.R.E.  Officers  Association,  and  the  nearly 
completed  renovations  of  the  Newington  Mall  into  The  Crossing  at  Fox  Run.  Our 
Elderwatch  efforts  result  in  daily  contacts  with  a  number  of  Newington's  residents.  Once 
again,  we  have  had  a  stable  year  without  the  loss  of  any  full  time  officers. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Newington  Police  Department,  appreciate  your  continued  support 
and  once  again  urge  you  to  become  involved  in  the  community's  safety  efforts.  If  you  have 
an  opportunity,  please  feel  free  to  stop  at  the  Police  Station  and  share  with  us  the  pride 
in  our  efforts.  I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to  each 
of  the  members  of  the  Police  Department  for  their  continued  dedication  toward  providing 
the  best  possible  service  to  the  Town  of  Newington.

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HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  1996  the  Newington  District  Commission  met  several  times  to  be  informed  about 
current  issues  pertaining  to  the  Historic  District. 

In  May,  the  Commission  met,  along  with  other  Town  boards,  with  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Town  lawyer  McNeil  to  send  comments  to  FERC  regarding  the  proposed  gasline  routes  through 
Newington.  The  Historic  District  Commission  submitted  comments  to  be  included  with  the 
statement  sent  through  the  lawyer  to  FERC. 

In  August  the  Historic  District  Commission  met  to  discuss  the  Selectmen's  proposal  to 
remove  the  wooden  shingles  on  the  Horse  sheds  and  to  reroof  with  asphalt  shingles. 

Jim  Garvin  and  Linda  Wilson  from  the  NH  Division  of  Historic  Resources  attended  the 
October  meeting  to  review  the  Newington  CLG  status  and  to  make  recommendations  for  an 
improved  presence  in  Newington. 

Some  of  the  goals  adopted  by  the  Historic  District  Commission  for  the  following  year 
include: 

monitoring  the  development  of  the  natural  gas  pipeline  proposal  which  will  gravely  affect 
the  National  Register  properties  in  Newington 

working  with  other  organizations  and  Town  Boards  to  cooperatively  plan  projects  that 
encourage  preservation  and  the  enhancement  of  historic  sites  in  Newington 

reviewing  current  Historic  District  regulations  and  Guide  Lines  for  clarification  and 
revision 

expanding  membership  on  the  Historic  District  Commission  to  provide  better 
communication  with  other  supervisory  boards 

protecting  the  Fox  Point  property  to  encourage  preservation  and  town  use  of  the  1 16 
acres.

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before 
doing  any  open  burning.   Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the 
other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.   Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.    State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist 
communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as 
the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.   If  you  have  any  questions 
regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  1 5  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3 
contract  aircraft  patrols.    This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick 
response  from  local  fire  departments.

1996  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

NEWINGTON  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Newington  Recreation  Director  in  conjunction  with  the  Newington  Recre- 
ation Board  continue  to  expand,  improve  and  develop  programs  for  the  residents  of 
Newington. 

In  October,  the  Newington  Recreation  Committee  and  the  Fox  Point  Committee 
co-hosted  the  First  Annual  "Harvest  Fest"  at  Fox  Point.  This  beautiful  setting  af- 
forded a  wonderful  day  into  evening  event  for  residents  of  all  ages.  The  perfect  fall 
weather  along  with  hayrides,  pumpkin  decoratmg,  pie  judging,  games,  and  a  variety 
of  refreshments  were  offered,  so  families  could  enjoy  visiting  with  their  neighbors. 
As  the  sun  set  over  the  bay,  there  was  a  bonfire  and  a  sing-a-long. 

Old  Home  Day  was  held  in  August.  The  Recreation  Committee  expanded  the 
menu  of  this  cook-out,  which  was  held  at  the  Town  Grove.  The  Summer  Recreation 
children  performed  in  a  play,  written  and  directed  by  Ericia  Letoumeau  with  sets 
provided  by  Kiersten  Scarponi  (two  of  the  Summer  Staff  members.)  Later  in  the 
afternoon,  at  the  Newington  School  field,  members  of  the  Newington  Police  and 
Newington  Fire  Departments  had  a  softball  game. 

The  six  week  Summer  Recreation  Program  is  open  to  Newington  children  -  from 
the  age  of  four  to  fourteen.  Two  of  the  Summer  Program's  theme  weeks  were  "Olym- 
pic Week"  and  "Peace  Week".  "OKTupic  Week",  focused  on  cooperative  rather  than 
competitive  events,  with  ever>'  child  receiving  a  medal.  Some  of  the  children  per- 
formed in  the  play  which  was  presented  at  Old  Home  Day.  The  Aimual  overnight 
camp-out  was  enjoyed  b\  the  children  in  the  Summer  Program  who  were  ten  years 
old  and  older.  Many  residents  joined  the  summer  Rec  children,  on  the  bus  trip  to 
Canobie  Lake  Park. 

Ongoing  programs  offered  by  the  Recreation  Department  are:  weekly  Aflerschool 
Activities  for  children  in  grades  one  through  six,  and  Adult  Aerobic  Classes,  running 
in  six  week  cycles.  Both  of  these  programs  are  held  during  the  school  year  A  popu- 
lar event  with  the  younger  set  is  the  Annual  Easter  Egg  Hunt.  The  older  set  enjo}  s 
the  Annual  Senior  Dinner  held  in  Januarv^  at  the  Town  Hall. 

A  Christmas  Centerpiece  Workshop,  taught  by  Joan  Margro  was  offered  in  De- 
cember. The  people  who  attended  were  able  to  make  as  many  centerpieces  as  time 
and  materials  allowed. 

The  Recreation  Department  continues  to  offer  tickets  to  events  and  shows  that 
would  appeal  to  residents  of  all  ages.  Deerfield  Fair  tickets  are  purchased  and  made 
available  to  Newington  residents.  Movie  tickets  to  the  Hoyt's  Cinema  1-12  are  avail- 
able through  the  Recreation  Director  all  year  long.  The  Recreation  Department  also 
sponsored  the  season  at  the  Hampton  Playhouse  and  a  Christmas  Concert  at  U.N.H. 

The  Newington  Recreation  Board  meets  on  the  first  Tuesda\  of  the  month  at  7:00 
p.m.  at  the  Stone  School.  The  meetings  are  open  to  all  residents  and  the  Committee 
welcomes  vour  comments.

TOWN  REPORT 

In  1996,  we  experienced  many  changes  to  the  Lampre>'  Regional  cooperative. 
The  Lampre\  Regional  Cooperative  completed  the  interior  demolition  of  the 
building  in  Durham.  The  building  has  been  cleaned  and  certified  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Environmental  Services.  The  Landfill  m  Somersworth  was  completely 
capped  on  November  15,  1996.  We  are  now  awaiting  certification  fi^om  the  State. 

One  significant  issue  that  is  still  remaining  concerns  the  disposition  of  the  old 
incinerator  building  at  UNH.  This  could  have  financial  impact  on  our  member 
communities. 

We  have  made  some  progress  toward  our  goal  of  a  Regional  Transfer  and 
Recycling  Facilit\  for  the  communities  that  have  decided  to  remain  in  the  Lamprey 
Regional  Cooperative  into  the  fliture.  We  experienced  a  dela>  in  our  project  due  to 
the  demise  of  our  administrator,  Patrick  Genest.  However,  we  seem  to  be  back  on 
track  as  the  \ear  ended. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  communities  for  their  cooperation 
with  the  closure  of  our  Waste-to-Energy  plant  in  Durham  and  the  Landfill  in 
Somersworth.

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  in  the  manner  provided  by  law;  One  Selectmen 
for  a  term  on  3  years;  One  Treasurer  for  a  term  of  1  year;  One 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  a  term  of  3  Years;  One  Fire  Engineer  for 
a  term  of  3  years;  One  Police  Commissioner  for  a  term  of  3  years;

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ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Optional  Adjusted 
Elderly  Exemptions  from  property  taxes  as  follows: 

For  a  person  65  years  to  75  years  $  75,000;  For  a  person  75  years 
to  80  years  $150,000;  For  a  person  80  years  and  older  $200,000. 
To  qualify,  a  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  Resident  for  at 
least  5  years;  own  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  real 
estate  is  owned  by  the  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  at  least 
5  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not 
more  than  $40,000  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less 
that  $60,000;  and  own  assets  not  in  excess  of  $200,000,  excluding 
the  value  of  a  persons  residence. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  the  town  owned 
land  on  Fox  Point  as  a  "compact  area"  pursuant  to  RSA  644:13,  and 
thereby  prohibit  the  discharge  of  firearms  on  the  town  owned  land 
on  Fox  Point  except  authorized  by  written  permission.

(c)  There  shall  be  a  fee  for  the  reissuance  of  an  alarm  user's 
permit  following  any  revocation  of  said  permit.  This  fee  shall  be 
set  by  joint  agreement  between  the  Newington  Police  and  Fire 
Commissions .

Newington 
Sewer  Use  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  the  NH  Plumbing  Code  P404,  by 
adding  a  new  section  as  Col  lows:  "Section  13.  Only  extra  heavy 
Tared  &  Spegot  cast  iron  soil  pipe  shall  be  used  in  commercial 
buildings  for  underground  sanitary,  drainage  and  vent  piping." 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  authority  to  expend 
accumulated  interest  from  investment  of  sewer  revenues  to  be 
applied  as  an  offset  for  the  1997  Sewer  Budget. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  accept  personal  property,  which  may  be  offered  to  the 
Town  for  any  public  purpose,  pursuant  to  RSA  31:95-e.  The  Selectmen 
must  hold  a  Public  Hearing  before  accepting  such  gift  and  the 
acceptance  shall  not  bind  the  Town  to  raise,  appropriate  or  expend 
any  public  funds  for  the  operation,  maintenance,  repair  or 
replacement  of  any  such  personal  property.

How  good  is  the  local  public  school?  This  is  a  reasonable 
and  common  question  among  parents,  citizens,  and  taxpayer 
groups  of  New  Hampshire.  The  quality  of  education  was  an 
issue  in  the  fall  presidential  campaign  and  was  a  hallmark  of 
Governor  Shaheen's  campaign  to  win  the  gubernatorial 
election. 

The  Business  and  Industry  Association  of  New  Hampshire 
(BIA)  in  its  fall  1996  report.  An  Agenda  for  Economic  Opportu- 
nity in  New  Hampshire,  lists  the  strengthening  of  public  edu- 
cation as  one  of  the  important  challenges  "...  to  sustain  and 
extend  economic  prosperity." 

The  1996  Phi  Delta  Kappa/Gallup  Poll  on  the  public's  atti- 
tudes toward  public  schools  found  that  64%  of  respondents 
believe  that  the  federal  government  should  spend  more  time 
and  resources  improving  education  than  balancing  the  fed- 
eral budget.  Yet,  two-thirds  of  parents  assigned  a  grade  of  A 
or  B  to  the  public  school  their  oldest  child  attends. 

In  the  spring  of  1996,  US^  Today  ran  a  series  on  the  public 
schools  and  in  general  dismissed  indiscriminate  criticism  of 
public  education  by  asserting  that  the  public  schools  are 
generally  better  than  the  credit  they  receive.  The  paper's 
survey  showed  that  73%  of  the  parents  were  satisfied  with 
their  schools  academic  offerings;  83%  of  the  parents  reported 
that  they  would  recommend  their  schools  to  another  parent. 
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Public  Expectations 

Parents  and  citizens  want  their  schools  safe  and  clean.  They 
then  differ  widely  on  their  expectations  which  may  range 
from  a  strong  focus  on  basic  skills,  to  teaching  and  inspiring 
youngsters  to  be  creative  and  developing  high  proficiencies 
in  the  arts  and  sciences.  To  parents  of  special  needs  stu- 
dents, the  schools  should  provide  a  learning  environment 
which  accommodates  the  students'  intellectual,  emotional, 
and  physical  needs.  To  the  parent  of  an  academically  tal- 
ented student,  the  school  should  stretch  the  youngster's 
mind  and  provide  enrichment  activities  that  will  accommo- 
date genius. 

The  public  schools,  in  fact,  attempt  to  meet  all  such  needs  of 
all  their  students.  Such  a  challenging  mission  has  become 
increasingly  more  difficult  as  the  need  to  adapt  to  changes  in 
society  becomes  more  critical. 

The  world  appears  to  be  moving  uncontrolled  into  the  21st 
Century.  It  is  a  world  of  "genuine  techno-economic  revolu- 
tion," according  to  David  Pearce  Snyder,  editor  of  The  Futur- 
ist. Public  schools,  usually  slow  to  change,  are  reflecting  so- 
ciety and  are  making  grand  attempts  to  give  students,  in- 
cluding special  needs  students,  the  skills  that  will  help  them 
process  information.  Such  skills  are  critical  for  21st  Century 
employment.  So  strong  is  the  public  and  business  sentiment 
that  technology  is  the  key  to  the  future  of  our  students,  that 
virtually  all  school  districts  in  New  Hampshire  have  ac- 
quired or  have  plans  to  install  computers  for  students  and 
for  staff  use  in  teaching  and  learning. 

SAU  50  schools  are  fortunate  that  the  school  board  in  each 
district  has  prepared  a  long-range  technology  plan  for  the 
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purchase  of  computers  and  instructional  software.  SAU  50 
teachers  have  been  preparing  themselves  to  integrate  the 
technology  with  their  school's  curriculum  and  instruction. 
In  addition,  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education  is 
requiring  teachers  to  enroll  in  computer  training  programs 
in  order  for  them  to  renew  their  certification. 

Measuring  Results 

Running  concurrently  with  the  educational  move  to  more 
technology  is  the  emphasis  on  students  demonstrating  con- 
vincingly that  they  are  learning  at  a  high  intellectual  level. 
Students  success  and  happiness  in  life  depends  on  their 
knowledge  more  now  than  at  any  other  time  in  history 

There  is  a  growing  body  of  research  that  clearly  indicates 
that  a  person's  salary  will  be  proportional  to  her/his  knowl- 
edge. If  a  person  graduates  from  high  school,  which  is 
clearly  not  enough  schooling,  his/her  average  earnings,  ac- 
cording to  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education, 
will  be  $18,737  per  year  compared  to  $12,809  for  a  non- 
graduate.  High  school  graduates  will  qualify  for  48%  of  all 
jobs  and  their  lifetime  earnings  will  be  $820,870.  Dropouts 
will  qualify  for  only  9.8%  of  all  jobs  and  earn  only  $608,810 
in  a  lifetime.  These  statistics  dramatize  Governor  Shaheen's 
emphasis  on  schooling  beyond  high  school  or  at  least  two 
years  of  college  for  a  personally  satisfying  life. 

Governor  Shaheen  has  also  noted  that  the  New  Hampshire 
assessment  tests  gives  us  critical  baseline  data  for  improving 
education.  Traditionally,  both  our  teaching  and  testing  have 
been  geared  to  standardized  tests  and  multiple  choice  ques- 
tions. The  state  tests  have  questions  called  "open  ended." 
Students  have  to  take  the  information  they  have  and  concep- 
tualize answers  that  fit  the  question. 
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The  state  assessment  tests  are  designed  to  identify  the  qual- 
ity of  students'  learning.  However,  each  test  is  based  on  a 
curriculum  framework  which  may  or  may  not  match  the  lo- 
cal schools'  curriculum. 

Most  schools,  including  SAU  50  schools,  are  working  to 
adapt  their  current  curricula  to  the  frameworks  in  order  to 
prepare  students  fairly  for  the  questions  they  will  be  asked. 
While  most  educators  agree  that  higher  assessment  test 
scores  are  not  a  sign  of  quality  education  alone,  they  do  re- 
flect the  depth  of  student  understanding  of  the  state  gener- 
ated curriculum.  Educators  are  now  facing  hard  decisions 
on  what  to  teach,  especially  if  the  local  curriculum  is  differ- 
ent from  the  state  frameworks.  To  remedy  this  situation,  the 
SAU  50  school  board,  teachers,  and  administrators  have 
aligned  language  arts  and  science  with  the  state  curriculum 
frameworks.  A  committee  of  representatives  from  each  SAU 
50  school  is  currently  aligning  the  social  studies  curriculum. 
The  mathematics  curriculum  alignment  will  start  in  the  fall. 

The  assessment  tests  have  their  limitations.  While  they  may 
determine  how  well  the  school  has  conformed  to  aligning  its 
curriculum  with  the  state  frameworks,  the  assessment  test 
may  not  measure  the  educational  gains  of  a  student  with 
special  needs  or  measure  the  genius  of  a  talented  student. 

While  scores  on  assessment  tests  will  be  scrutinized  by  the 
public  and  schools  will  be  compared  one  to  the  other,  a 
quality  education  must  go  beyond  such  assessments. 

SAU  50  teachers  in  Greenland,  New  Castle,  Newington  and 
Rye,  are  engaging  in  professional  development  activities  to 
motivate   students   to   achieve  at  their  optimum   level   of 
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learning  in  the  arts  and  sciences.  They  are  studying  the  lat- 
est research  regarding  multiple  intelligences  in  students  that 
need  to  be  addressed  in  daily  instruction.  To  continuously 
improve  their  teaching,  the  SAU  50  staff  has  become  sensi- 
tive to  techniques  in  instruction  that  follow  the  research  on 
how  the  brain  functions  best  in  learning  situations.  This  ac- 
commodation to  brain-based  learning  is  designed  to  assist  in 
moving  students  to  their  maximum  learning  potential. 

The  SAU  50  teaching  staff  also  takes  pride  in  striving  to  meet 
the  needs  in  the  regular  classroom  of  virtually  all  students 
with  physical,  emotional,  and  intellectual  disabilities. 

Each  principal  in  the  SAU  is  working  on  a  District  Educa- 
tional Improvement  Plan  (DEIP)  for  her/his  school.  The 
plan  represents  the  vision  and  direction  to  which  the  school 
is  heading.  It  is  a  document  that  plans  strategically  for  the 
future  and  involves  teachers,  parents,  and  citizens.  It  is  a 
plan  that  strives  for  total  quality  and  continuous  improve- 
ment.

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Principars  Report  to  the  Citizens  of  Newington 

Dear  Citizens: 

As  the  millennium  rapidly  approaches,  it  is  natural  to 
wonder  what  it  will  bring.  Yet  we  cannot  know,  for 
tomorrow  always  eludes  us,  always  ebbs  into  today.  The 
more  relevant  query  might  be  the  impact  we  will  have 
shaping  that  future  today.  This  we  can  do  something  about. 

For  the  staff,  it  means  continuing  our  commitment  to 
teaching  and  the  support  of  teaching  as  the  primary  focus  of 
professional  life.  It  means  staying  our  course  on  educating 
the  whole  child,  understanding  and  acting  upon  the 
knowledge  that  intellectual  development  is  but  one  channel 
of  growth  for  our  students,  that  we  continue  to  foster  moral, 
spiritual,  social  and  physical  growth  as  well. 

Fundamental  to  our  developmental  approach  is  the 
research  findings  about  how  children  learn  and  grow.  Staff 
attendance  at  numerous  professional  programs  provides  us 
with  this  knowledge  as  well  as  with  suggestions  for 
translating  the  information  into  a  comprehensive,  practical 
program.  In  our  language  core,  every  student  is  expected  to 
read  with  comprehension,  write  with  clarity,  and  effectively 
speak  and  listen.  Before  one  strays  afar  with  questions 
relating  to  the  inclusion  of  mathematics,  the  sciences,  and 
social  studies,  I  should  hurriedly  add  that  these  disciplines 
are  broadly  defined  within  the  context  of  language. 

Given  our  strong  belief  in  the  "whole  child,"  the  arts 
are  not  a  frill  in  your  school,  but  an  integral  component 
providing  a  vehicle  for  students  to  express  visually  and/ or 
auditorily  their  knowledge,  feelings,  and  emotions.  Strong 
community  and  parent  support  is  quite  evident  when  the 
children  put  together  productions  and  exhibitions. 
Advocating  for  instrumental  lessons  and  a  band  segment 
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also  serve  as  testimony  to  the  community's  discernment  for 
the  arts. 

Maintaining  such  a  developmental  path  to  learning 
seems  to  run  counter  to  the  conventional  reform  movements 
of  the  day  where  school  appears  to  be  viewed  as  "doing  to" 
rather  than  "doing  with". 

At  the  Newington  Public  School,  we  are  committed  to 
building  lives  as  if  they  were  works  of  art  and  this  we  strive 
to  accomplish  as  a  community  with  a  clear  and  vital  mission, 
with  an  organized,  coherent  set  of  learning  experiences  and 
within  a  responsive  school  environment.

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REPORT  OF  PORTSMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Richard  F.  Gremlitz,  Acting  Princiipal 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  offer  this  report  to  the  residents  of  SAU  50. 
The  staff  of  Portsmouth  High  School  consistently  praises  the 
students  who  come  to  us  from  your  school  districts  as  being 
well-prepared,  ready  to  learn,  and  eager  to  participate  in  the 
many  activities  that  our  school  provides  for  its  students. 

A  central  goal  this  year  at  Portsmouth  High  School  has  been  to 
refine  and  institutionalize  the  block  schedule  initiative  that  was 
begun  in  the  1995/96  school  year.  A  survey  taken  at  the  end  of 
last  year  of  both  staff  and  students  indicated  a  strong  majority 
favoring  the  block  scheduling  format  over  the  old  seven  period 
day. 

The  advantages  to  block  scheduling  have  been  stated  in  this 
publication  in  the  past:  increase  in  instructional  time,  more 
relaxed  pace  in  the  school  owing  to  fewer  class  changes,  fewer 
discipline  referrals,  increase  in  the  number  of  students  on  the 
honor  roll. 

While  the  feedback  on  the  block  schedule  and  its  obvious 
benefits  are  very  heartening,  we  realize  that  further 
refinements  are  necessary  and  appropriate.  Both  informal  and 
formal  evaluation  of  the  schedule  and  its  effect  on  instruction 
will  continue  in  the  months  and  years  ahead. 

Specific  initiatives  planned  for  next  year  include  shifting 
curriculum  to  provide  a  better  scope  and  sequence  in  Foreign 
Languages  (six  levels  in  French  and  Spanish),  addition  of  a 
second  component  to  the  Psychology  elective  in  Social  Studies, 
realignment  of  mathematics  curriculum  to  replace  Advanced 
Math  Topics  with  Algebra  III,  increasing  of  the  Newspaper 
elective  to  a  full  semester  course. Elective  courses  continue  to 
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see  an  overall  rise  in  enrollment.  This  is  due  to  two  factors: 
students  are  required  to  be  assigned  a  class  every  block  and 
each  successive  class  is  required  to  earn  more  total  credits  for 
graduation  (class  of  1997  =  22  credits;  class  of  1998  =  24  credits; 
class  of  1999  and  above  =  26  credits). 

Our  entire  staff  is  involved  in  a  system-wide  initiative  to  align 
our  curriculum  with  the  newly  publshed  state  curiculum 
frameworks  and  proficiency  standards.  These  documents 
provide  a  clear  direction  that  will  allow  us  to  accomplish  the 
dual  goals  of  delivering  instruction  in  the  core  subjects,  which 
will  be  consistent  with  the  rest  of  the  state,  and  will  also  allow 
us  to  respond  in  a  positive  fashion  to  baseline  data  provided  by 
the  first  administration  of  the  state  Grade  10  tests  last  spring. 

We  are  very  pleased  that  both  SAU  52  and  SAU  50  were  the  co- 
recipients  of  a  substantial  School-to-Life  Grant  that  will 
provide  enormous  resources  to  all  of  our  students. 
Kindergarten  through  Grade  12,  in  several  critial  areas. 

We  continue  our  efforts  to  welcome  the  incoming  eighth 
graders  and  to  make  them  feel  comfortable  at  Portsmouth  High 
School.  In  November,  a  curriculum  fair  specifically  designed 
for  these  students  and  their  parents  is  held;  we  make  available 
on-site  visits  for  the  incoming  freshmen  throughout  November 
and  December;  we  offer  a  Course  Selection  Night  specifically 
for  the  eighth  grade  students  and  their  parents  in  early  March; 
in  late  August,  we  offer  the  two  day  Freshmen  Orientation  for 
all  the  students  who  will  be  joining  us  on  the  first  day  of 
school. 

Please  know  that  we  welcome  you  at  Portsmouth  High  School.

NEWINGTON  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

SATURDAY,  MARCH  16, 1996 

School  District  Moderator  Ruth  Fletcher  called  the 
meeting  to  order  at  1:03  p.m.  on  Saturday,  March  16, 1996. 

Moderator  Fletcher  opened  the  meeting  by  reading 
the  Moderator's  Rules  of  Order.  Moved  to  accept  the  rules  - 
Wendy  Sweeney,  seconded  by  Tony  Nalli.  No  discussion. 
Motion  carried. 

Moderator  Fletcher  read  as  follows: 

NEWINGTON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  WARRANT 

1996 
The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $432,000  (four  hundred  thirty-two 
thousand  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  building 
addition  to  the  Newington  Public  School  and  for  certain 
renovations  to  the  existing  facility;  $432,000  of  such  sum  to 
be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  under  and 
in  compliance  with  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  RSA  33:1  et 
seq,.  and  accept  federal,  state  and  other  aid,  if  any,  which 
may  be  available  for  said  project  and  to  comply  with  all  laws 
applicable  to  said  project;  to  authorize  the  school  board  to 
issue,  negotiate,  sell  and  deliver  said  bonds  and  notes  and  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  and  the  maturity  and 
other  terms  thereof;  and  to  authorize  the  school  board  to 
take  any  other  action  or  to  pass  any  other  vote  relative 
thereto.  The  school  board  and  budget  committee 
recommend  this  appropriation.  Two-thirds  majority  vote 
required. 
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ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees  and /or  officers  therefore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000  (three  thousand  dollars)  as  a 
contingency  fund  as  provided  under  RSA  198:4-b.  The 
school  board  and  budget  committee  recommend  this 
appropriation.  Majority  vote  required. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,347  (five  thousand  three  hundred 
forty-seven  dollars)  to  fund  the  increases  in  cost  items 
relative  to  teachers'  salaries  and  fringe  benefits  for  the 
1996/97  school  year,  which  are  the  result  of  good  faith 
negotiations  with  the  teachers  and  which  represent  the 
negotiated  increase  over  the  last  year's  salaries  and  fringe 
benefits.  The  school  board  and  budget  committee 
recommend  this  appropriation.  Majority  vote  required. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  inclusive  of  any  funds 
approved  in  Articles  1,  3,  and  4,  for  the  support  of  schools, 
for  payment  of  salaries,  for  obligations  of  the  district;  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriations  of  such 
sums,  as  are  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  transact  any  further  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  the  meeting.

Discussion:  Al  Smith  asked  a 
question  about  benefits.  No  further  discussion,  motion 
carried. 

Motion  to  accept  Article  5  made  by  Peggy  Lamson, 
seconded  by  Margo  White.  The  new  balance  for  the  school 
budget  is:  $940,610.00.  No  discussion.  Motion  carried. 

Motion  to  accept  Article  6  made  by  Wendy  Sweeney, 
seconded  by  Peggy  Lamson.  No  discussion.  Motion  carried. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  2:45  p.m.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
NEWINGTON  SCHOOL  BOARD 

The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Education  continues  to 
designate  the  Newington  Public  School  as  a  "School  of 
Distinction."  To  the  Newington  School  Board  such  a 
designation  means  more  than  meeting  or  exceeding  the  state 
requirements  for  an  elementary  school.  The  board  strives  to 
provide  balanced  programs  which  embrace  all  children 
regardless  of  ability  and  move  them  to  optimum  learning  in 
the  arts  and  sciences,  and  in  their  physical,  social,  and 
emotional  growth. 

The  teclinology  plan  moved  to  its  next  phase  this  past  year 
with  the  board  approving  modern  computers  for  the 
classrooms. 

The  administration  and  staff  are  engaged  in  aligning  the 
school  curricula  with  the  state  curriculum  frameworks  in 
order  to  prepare  Newington  students  for  the  spring  state 
assessment  tests.  Staff  Development  continues  to  be  a  key 
component  for  continuous  improvement  at  the  school  and 
the  professional  and  classified  staff  members  continue  to 
engage  in  training  to  improve  their  skills.  Science  was  the 
focus  for  improved  instruction  and  learning  in  1996.  The 
entire  Newington  staff  engaged  in  training  which  stressed 
the  alignment  of  science  with  the  state  curriculum  as  well  as 
the  learning  of  new  instructional  strategies  to  help  all 
students  learn. 

The  board  is  grateful  to  the  School  Advisory  Committee  for 
its  perseverance  in  reviewing  and  modifying  the  proposal 
for  the  needed  new  classroom  additions  and  renovations. 
The  board  unanimously  supports  the  project,  which  will 
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provide  greatly  needed  space  for  students  and  solve  the 
storage  and  safety  issues  at  the  school.  A  new  addition  will 
also  serve  the  entire  connmunity  in  the  newly  established 
Community  Education  program,  which  started  this  year  to 
serve  the  adults  in  the  community  with  a  course  in  computer 
literacy. 

The  Newington  School  Board  gratefully  acknowledges  the 
assistance  of  the  School  Supporters  group  for  its  enthusiastic 
fund-raising  efforts  to  support  public  education  in 
Newington.
